An appropriation of $450 was made at the last annual town 
meeting to be expended in grading hills on the Brick Kiln road 
(so called) between the County road at West Falmouth and the 
gate on the road leading to the Weld Cottage, on the outside hill. 
In conformity to said vote the work of grading down the hills was 
commenced and the sum of $485.83 (an excess of the appropria- 
tion) was expended. The most troublesome portion of said road 
now, is the long sandy and stony hill at the westerly end near the 
said County road. To make the desired improvements on said 
road as intended by the mover of the motion making said appro- 
priation, the sum of at least $300 is needed and I would suggest 
that an appropriation of said amount be made for the purpose. 

Again, of the money expended in this section, $200 of it was 
used in grading and hardening hills on the Sippewissett road (so 
called) near the dwelling house of William A. Gifford as per vote 
of town leaving the matter to the discretion of the Surveyor and 
the approval of the Selectmen.

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Crushed stone has been applied to the highways during the 
year past in three localities, viz: Elm Street, King Street and 
West Falmouth Road. 


ELM STREET. 


The portion of this road worked was from what is known as 
the Herbert Robinson Corner to near the railroad crossing at 
Katy Hatch’s Hill. A distance of 1600 feet was covered with 
crushed stone of the coarsest size, four inches in thickness and on 
‘an average of nineteen feet in width. This coating was rolled 
and then a coating of bank gravel was applied and again 
rolled, then a coating of fine stone applied and again rolled. 
This rolling was done with a two horse roller as at that time the 
town did not own a Steam Roller. 


Amount of coarse stone used, 307 yds. 
sO Tine as ¢ 68 yds. 
6 “ gravel “ 94 yds. 


Total cost of carting and applying stone and gravel and 
rolling the same was $372.38, or about $3.84 per rod. The cost 
of gravel is included but no cost for the crushed stone. The 
town pays 60 cents per yard for stone delivered at the crusher 
and it costs about 380 cents per yard to crush the same. No 
scales have been provided by the town and consequently the 
buying of stone is by measurement and it must be a good judge 

of the weight of stone that can tell whether a measured yard of 
stone contains a hundred pounds more or a hundred pounds less 
than another yard measured and in another cart. 


KING STREET. 


On this street a section 850 feet in length and 16 feet in 
‘width was covered with crushed stone 4 to 6 inches deep, the . 
work done similar to that on Elm Street. 
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152 yds. of coarse crushed stone, 
30 “ second grade crushed stone, 
88 66 fine 66 66 


was used. Cost of carting and applying the stone was $228.07, 
or about $4.88 per rod. 

The rolling of the road was done by the new Steam Roller 
and as this was the first work attempted to be done by said roller 
it was as a matter of course an experimental work and the labor 
of the same is not included in this report. 


WEST FALMOUTH ROAD. 


A section from the notherly or second railroad crossing to 
the valley by the Phebe Weeks homestead, a distance of 600 feet, 
was covered with crushed stone in a similar manner to Elm 
Street, the rolling being done by the Steam Roller, but before we 
had finished the same we were caught in the blizzard and cold. 
weather and were obliged to take the roller into winter quarters.

Total cost of carting and applying stone and gravel was.

INSURANCE. 


Insurance on the crusher boiler and engine was effected by 
the Highway Surveyor as per vote of the town. Amount of 
insurance, $5000 for three years, against loss of life or personal 
injury resulting from explosion, collapse or rupture of said 
steam boiler and includes free inspection of the boiler by the 
inspector of the company insuring.

WILD HARBOR ROAD. 


By the vote of the town at the last annual meeting the so 
-ealled “Wild Harbor Road” was to be graded and shell applied. 
For this purpose the town voted a special appropriation of $3000 
to be expended for said purpose by the Highway Surveyor in 
conourance with the Selectmen. This being a special appropria- 
tion the account was in the hands of the Selectmen and I refer 
you to their report for an itemized account of the same. 


RAILINGS. 


Railings have been ordered put up in many places through- 
out the town. but as with the Wild Harbor Road an appropriation 
therefor was made and bills of the expense sent to the Selectmen 
and to their report reference is directed. 

To protect or mark all the dangerous places adjoining the 
highways throughout the town a much larger appropriation than 
formerly is needed. 

I would recommend a special appropriation of 200 for 
grading and hardening the hill east of the Moonakis Factory 
Dam at Waquoit.

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Special Report of Selectmen on 
Steam Roller. 


At the special town meeting held May 4th last it was voted 
that the town purchase a Buffalo Pitts steam roller of twelve 
tons weight according to specifications agreed upon by the 
Selectmen and Surveyor of Highways at a cost of three thousand 
dollars and that the Selectmen be instructed to make provision 
for the protection of the same until the next annual town 
meeting. 

In accordance with said vote we contracted with the Buffalo 
Pitts Co. for a roller of the above weight delivered at Falmouth 
for the above sum, to be paid for on or before the fifteenth day of 
March 1899, without interest. 

Owing to an increase in Corporation and Bank tax over last 
year of five thousand, five hundred and ten and 80-100 dollars, 
the roller can be paid for without an appropriation therefor. A 
temporary house has been built in the rear of the Lawrence 
Academy building at a cost of seventy-eight dollars for the same.
